false pretenses ever since. For, as a 
matter of fact, she 
is a

chucklehead, and to consider her 
ways is no way to become wise. 
Mark Twain arrived at this con­ 
clusion many years ago, and science 
now joins hands with him in the per­ 
son of Mr. Ege, who publishes the 
results of a series 
of 
experiments 
with ants. He disposes first of the 
insect's supposed uncanny power to 
recognize >>ther tenants of its own 
anthill. 
Mr. Ege washed ants in 
ether, dipped them in liquid gained 
by pressing a number of ants from 
another hill, and 
put

promptly fell upon them and rejected 
them. He took ants fifty times larger 
than the inhabitants of a certain ant­ 
hill, washed them and treated them 
in a liquid pressed from ants from 
that hill, and then placed them in it.

Mr. Ege 
concludes, therefore, that the suppos­ 
ed remarkably sharp recognitions! 
powers of jthe insects are simply a 
matter of scent and inherited reflex­ 
es. 
Ants removed from familiar paths 
blunder blindly along, with ho sense 
of distance or direction, until they 
strike a trail made by other ants or 
themselves. 
In many tests made by 
Mr. Ege the insects disclosed "no 
more intelligence than is to be found 
in the digestive processes of human 
beings.'* In other words, he found 
nearly all their acts are1 but move­ 
ments by reflexes, unconnected! with 
intelligence.

America in a body similar to the Boy 
Scouts for the purpose of more effec- 
tively placing the women-power of 
the country at the disposal

government, is the plan of Miss Byrd I 
Mock, prominent 
California

woman. Miss Mock is a graduate of 
the University of Arkansas and her 
alma mater will, it is claimed, be the 
first school in the country to organize 
its women. 
Plans for organization

been nothing less than agencies of 


j the German military and diplomatic 
system. 
The same law authorized the pres- 


ident to take title to the great Ger- 
man steamship piers and wharves at 
Hoboken, New Jersey. Daring the 


i war these will be used by the army 
and navy. What will become of them 
afterward had not been entirely plan- 
ned. 


I 
But the auction of German proper- 


ty interests and investments will put 
on the market some of 
the 
"nest 


eggs" held in 
America by many 


prominent German statesmen 
and 


'even by the German emperor. His 
holdings are said to be "gilt edge" 
and although held in 
some 
cases 


through other persons, they ai'e sure 
to be uncovered 
by the relentless 


search of the alien property custo- 
dian. 
Combatting every device to con- 


ceal German ownership in American 
concerns, probing into the facts re- 
garding every suspicious company, 
seizing whereever there Is., evidence 
of an enemy alien ownership, the val- 
ue of stock in American corporations, 
so far taken over by A. Mitchell Pal- 
mer, the Alien Property Custodian, 
is enormous. 
The possession of the 
stock 
is 


these corporations carries -with 'it the 
control of large lumber companies, 
cement concerns, brewery establish- 
ments, chemical works, trust Institu- 
tions and manufacturing plants of all 
kinds. In all of these, the alien prop- 
erty custodian, having the majority 
or the stock, has placed a majority 
of directors to represent the govern- 
ment during the period of the 
war 


and so long afterward as may be ne- 


i cessary. 
! 
More than fifty large companies, 


I ranging in value as high as $10,000,- 
000 each, are already under govern- 
ment control in this way, and a heavy 
interest in many other concerns has 
been taken over through the opera- 
tions or the alien property custodians 
office. 
The purpose is to maintain 


' and continue the product and devel- 
opment of these corporations lor the 
advancement of American industries. 
Thorough and permanent American- 
ization ot these corporate industries 
is proposed under the power of sale 
civen by the amendments to the urg- 
ent deficiency appropriation act. 


Inquiries coming into the 
alien 


custodian's office from every direc- 
tion indicates that the exact scope of 
this arm of the government, with its 
ramifications not 
only throughout 


continental United States but 
into 


Hawaii, the Philippines, Porto Rico, 
the Virgin Islands and elsewhere, is 
not clearly understood. It seems to 
be a bit puzzling to many how an 
American coruoration, existing under 


[the United States laws and doing 


I business in the United States, can 
be seized by the alien property cus- 
todian as if the corporation were an 


1 enemy alien. The custodian frequent- 
ly announces that he has appointed a 
board of directors of some large Am- 
erican corporation, despite the fact 
that there seems to be no provision 
in what is known as the "Trading 
with the Enemy Act" 
which gives 


him any such authority. This proced- 
ure, however, is simple, effective and 
altogether regular. 
'The Trading with the Enemy Act, 


under which the office of the alien 
property custodian is created, re- 
quires every corporation in the Unit- 
ed States to transmit to him a full 
list of its 
stockholders 
who 
are 


known to be, or whom it has reason- 
able cause to believe to be, "enem- 
ies " When these 
reports 
disclose 


that a majority of the corporation's 
stock is "enemy held," the custodian 
issues a demand on the corporation, 
or on the person holding the certifi- 
cates for such stock in this country, 
to cause to be transferred to him in 
his official capacity all the enemy- 
held stock. Upon 
compliance, 
the 


custodian becomes the,holder of the 
majority of. the stock, with right to 
ask a representation of the board of 
directors proportionate to his hold- 
ings and through the installation of 
these government nominees the cor- 
poration's affairs are 
conducted or 


supervised under 
the 
government 


general direction. 
\11 the right, title and interest ol 


the enemy in the stock so demanded 
becomes vested in the custodian and 
the urgent deficiency law, through its 
amendments which were fought over 
in congress, empower him to sell the 
stock Being sold to American citi- 
zens this will effectually American- 
ize all these corporations that here- 
tofore have been German controlled 
and the question after the war it is 
announced, "will relate to the distri- 
bution ot the proceeds of the Bale 
and not to the restitution or distribu- 
tion of the stock itself. 
The Trading with the Enemy law- 


was approved by President Wilson 
October 6, It prohibits-trading direct- 
ly or indirectly, in any manner what- 
ever, with the enemy. In anticipation 
of the declaration of war, last April 
6 and the passage of this law, many 
of the American corporations owned 
by Germans tried to cover up the 
situation by adriotly selling the GerT 
man held stock to American citizens 
taking payment tbefefor Jn 
notes 


payable after war, or In 192a, or at 
some other distant date, and holding 
the stock as collateral to such notes. 
Another way was to Incorporate a 
German partnership in .this-country 
and issue stock in payment, which in 
turn -would be sold by the German 
agents to' American citizens for 
a 


nominal consideration, or for a con- 
sideration represented in long-time, 
non-interest bearing notes. This1 was 
with the hidden purpose of simply

war, whe"n the property would be re- 
stored to the original German own- 
ers. 


The corporation returns do not dis- 


close upon their face 
the 
interest 


which the enemy really has in them. 
If the plans resorted to were carried 
out prior to the declaration of war, 
it is claimed they were legal and Can- 
not now be assailed by the alien prop- 
erty custodian and the fact that such 
acts were done in anticipation of the 
war declaration does not invalidate 
them any more than the acts done in 
anticipation of the passage of tariff 
laws are Invalid. 


Custodian Palmer, however, has in- 


dicated his determination to make de- 
mand for corporate stock 1* which he 
has reason to believe the enemy real- 
ly Is interested. In all cases up to to- 
day, 
according to Mr. Palmer, the 


American citizens who in the •first in- 
stance may have taken stock with the 
Intention of holding it for their Ger- 
man friends have, on second thought 
recognized that they should be Am- 
erican citizens first and that their in- 
dividual interests should be second- 
ary and they have turned over these 
stocks to the Alien Property Custo- 
dian.

Early storing of coal in Oklahoma 


is receiving the attention of consum- 
ers, but the attention that i.-. >:iven 
to it is in no wise what it oui.ht to 
be, according to information 
u-iven 


out today from the office of P. A. 
Norris. lederal Fuel Administrator 
foi- Oklahoma. 
If consumers want 


to avoid Iieatless days, as some of 
the citizens of this state could not 
do last winter, there is just one way 
to do it and that is to get the coal in 
the bins this spring and early sum- 
mer. 


If the bins' are r,ot large enough, 


till? consumers ought to begin to en- 
large them. At least, provision should 
be made to store not less than 75 
'per cent or SO per cent of the normal 
year's supply. 
It would be still hot- 


ter to store 90 per cent. 


Many dealers in the state are writ- 


ing Unit they want to buy coal now, 
but the consumers do not seem to 
be interested, and the dealers them- 
selves do not have the storage capac- 
ity. 
It is up to the dealers and the 


consumers to work in co-operation 
in this matter and take care of the 
problem now. 
The 'Question of storing coal in a 


time of plenty—that is -when trans- 
portation 
ifficulties are at a mini- 


mum—was first agitated 
in 
New 


York wlxere it was proposed to use 
the old reservoir in Central Park as 
a storage place for a summer's sur- 
plus of coal so as to avoid any possi- 
bility of a coal famine in thewinter. 


It has remained for the State of 


Mississippi to show itself the most 
forehanded in the campaign to get 
in its coal early. The Legislature of 
Mississippi has Just passed an act au- 
thorizing the municipalities within 
its border to establish, maintain and 
operate municipal coal 
and 
wood 


yards for the purpose of providing 
fuel "During the period of the pres- 
ent war and for one year tljereaf- 
ter." Under this act municipalities 
are authorized to borrow the money 
necessary to establish the yards, un- 
less there is a protest in any munici- 
pality made by not less than twenty 


I per cent of the population of that 


i particular municipality. 
1 
Such a law is ample insurance that 


the citizens of Mississippi will not 
suffer for fuel this winter and it is 
highly probable, remembering what 
happened last winter, that 
other 


states will follow Mississippi's ex- 
ample.
